UC Irvine activist Lisa Lei is facing possible expulsion and criminal charges 


L ast November, UC Irvine under¬ 
grad Lisa Lei joined what she 
thought would be just another 
rally for striking workers. Members of 
American Federation of State, County 
and Municipal Employees (AFSCME) 
3299, the union that represents the 
school’s service and patient-care 
employees, gathered with their support¬ 
ers, all wearing identical green T-shirts, 
to march around the campus, stopping 
at a small courtyard in front of the Mesa 
Court housing community’s dining hall. 
There, they chanted slogans for a fair 
contract from the University of Califor¬ 
nia, confusing unwitting freshman look¬ 
ing for lunch. 

UCI staff members looked on warily 
through the glass doors. Then, with 
little warning, one tall, dark-haired 
marcher emerged from the crowd and 
tried to make his way toward the door, 
prompting a blockade, some yelling and 
a small shoving match. That’s when 
the 22-year-old Lei, who had until that 
point trailed slightly behind the march’s 
vanguard, rushed up to separate the two 
belligerent parties. 

The strikers eventually moved on, 
ringing parts of the campus, and briefly 
shutting down the intersection of Cam¬ 
pus and West Peltason drives. By the 
end of the day, no one was arrested, no 
one was injured, and everyone went 
home. But nearly three months later, 

Lei received a letter from the UC Irvine 
Office of Student Conduct claiming her 
activism had violated the school’s code 
of student conduct, with possible sanc¬ 
tions that could range from a written 
warning and community service to sus¬ 
pension and expulsion. 

Lei also found out the Orange 
County district attorney’s (OCDA) 
office was charging her with two mis¬ 
demeanors for battery against and 
obstructing a peace officer connected 
to an earlier protest. 

“I was suspicious, and I was defi¬ 
nitely surprised,” Lei says. 

Lei’s predicament has become a cause 
celebre across the University of Cali¬ 
fornia system, even nationwide, as stu¬ 
dents see her case as further evidence 
of a crackdown on student activism. 
“Brocious [Jordan, a UCI graduate stu¬ 
dent also facing conduct charges] and 
Lei are being targeted because they are 
visible campus activists who have been 
vocal in supporting workers’ rights,” 
reads a petition circulated by the UCI 
chapter of United Students Against 
Sweatshops that has been signed by 
more than 1,800 individuals. “Student 
concerns regarding increased polic¬ 
ing and surveillance under [UC System 
President Janet Napolitano’s] leader¬ 


ship are solidified by these charges, as 
they reflect the unjust suppression of 
student activism.” 

The second-generation Chinese 
American is a regular at campus dem¬ 
onstrations and protests; her lucid, 
righteous quotes inevitably make their 


way into the press releases of labor 
unions and protest groups. A former 
member of the Associated Students of 
UC Irvine’s legislative council, Lei is 
currently an intern for AFSCME 3299, 
which is scheduled to strike next week. 
It’s because of her union work that Lei 
is facing three student-conduct charges, 
connected to two separate actions last 
fall. She faces one charge of failing to 
comply with a university official dur¬ 
ing an Oct. 30, 2013, strike vote at UCI’s 
Gottschalk Medical Plaza, where she 
and others passed out thank-you cards 
and candy to university employees as 
part of her duties as an AFSCME intern. 
According to Lei, university officials 
asked her to leave the area. Labor 
organizers claim she had a right to be 


there, as set forth in the university’s 
agreement with labor unions to allow 
employees to organize. But when she 
didn’t depart, UCI police officers fol¬ 
lowed her to the employee break room. 

“It’s obvious from the police report 
that they showed me that they singled me

out specifically,” Lei says. “Police actually 
followed me around the building, even 
though I was working for AFSCME.” 

The two other UCI conduct charges 
are related to the November AFSCME 
strike and march. For that day, Lei is 
charged with failure to comply with a 
university official and physical abuse 
of an officer by, as a police report 
alleges, “[pushing] a UCI PD officer 
twice with [her] open right hand on 
their right shoulder.” 



but she’s not backing down

Last week, Lei and Brocious, a doc¬ 
toral candidate in the Department of 
Physics and Astronomy who is facing 
two conduct charges related to his 
alleged taping of locks during Napoli¬ 
tano’s campus visit in October, both had 
hearings before one of UCI’s student- 
conduct officers. During such meetings, 
the university’s officer outlines the 
charges and evidence against students 
and asks them about their version of 
the events. For Lei and Brocious’ hear¬ 
ings, dozens of supportive students 
staged a sit-in, in conjunction with the 
circulated petition. The students will 
learn their verdicts by mail in the com¬ 
ing weeks. 

“I felt pretty confident during the 
entire thing,” Lei says. “[The hearing] 
started well, and the guy was friendly 
enough, but he did start asking me some 
incriminating questions.” 

Next up is a court date at Harbor 
Justice Center for the two misde¬ 
meanor charges she faces. “There 
was a guest speaker at UC Irvine, and 
[Lei] is accused of pushing an offi¬ 
cer,” says OCDA spokesperson Farrah 
Emmai. “He sustained a minor injury.” 
Lei declined to discuss the criminal 
charges, but she is fighting them; the 
case is currently in pretrial motions and 
meetings. “In cases where a suspect is 
not in custody, the police department 
has more time to present their case,” 
Emmai explains. 

Though it may be Lei’s first time 
through the student-conduct gauntlet, 
she’s no rookie to the activist world. 

She began being politically active while 
a student at San Diego’s Helix High 
School, rallying against Proposition 
8. In 2009, Lei was part of the glut of 
students protesting the UC system’s 32 
percent fee increase and traveled to Los 
Angeles, where the UC Regents were 
meeting to vote on the fee hike. After¬ 
ward, she was elected to UCI’s student 
legislative council on a platform of 
keeping fees low and increasing student 
involvement. In her fourth year at the 
university, Lei joined the Asian Pacific 
Student Association in time to witness 
students from Asian fraternity Lambda 
Theta Delta come under fire for record¬ 
ing a video while wearing blackface. 

She has since become involved in labor 
issues, she says, because of her mother 
and grandmother. 

“My mom works at 99 Ranch, and 
when she’s done there, she works in 
a restaurant. My grandmother was a 
domestic worker until she had a stroke,” 
Lei says. “I’m just taking advantage of my 
role—my youth and education—to bring 
justice into homes, into people’s lives.”

I flv 11 What's the story

/ tries? Like most 
,Jr cultures, Mexicans 
seem to be cribbing 
from the French, but pan 
dulce just winds up tasting like a dinner 
roll with a little icing on top. So many 
other parts of Mexican cuisine empha¬ 
size strong flavors. Why must the best 
part of the meal be so bland?

DEAR FRENCH ROLL GABACHO : You're 
being a bit harsh. Mexican pan dulce (sweet 
breads for those who don't habla) is as var¬ 
ied as Mexican skin tones, from the conchas 
(the ones that look like sea shells—hence, 
their name) to empanadas (turnovers stuffed 
with everything from apples to pumpkin to 
coconut cream and strawberries) to rosea 
de reyes (the pan dulce offered during the 
Feast of the Epiphany that's essentially a 
ring of sugar upon sugar) to that pan dulce 
with a top layer consisting solely of candy 
sprinkles. But you're right to note that most 
pan dulce appears to originate from French 
pastries—because that's true. You can 
blame two historical porquerlasfor this: the 
occupation by Emperor Maximilian that also 
brought Mexico the waltzes danced during 
quinceaneras, and the Porfiriato, the long 
reign of Mexican President Porfirio Diaz in 
which he tried to modernize Mexico by try¬ 
ing to act French and giving away land to 
the evil gabachos. I personally don't have 
a problem with pan dulce being a mestizo 
version of French yummies—this is Mexico, 
after all, a country borne from the mixing of 
foreign cultures—but I always like to point 
out pan dulce's roots to people who still 
insist there's such a thing as "authentic" 
Mexican food. Their equivocations in trying 
to justify this sweet, inconvenient truth after 
having blasted a Tex-Mex combo plate as

not authentically Mexican is as laughable as 
Mexican President Enrique Pena Nieto trying 
to appear as anything other than the pendejo 
he is. 

DEAR MEXICAN: I was wondering how 
the Mexican-American population 
regards Jaime Escalante and his legacy 
as an educator. In my mind, he is a civil 
rights pioneer, in that he urged his Mexi¬ 
can-American students to break through 
the unofficial caste system existing in 
the United States, wherein Mexicans 
would have to work lower-paying and 
lower-skilled jobs than their white 
counterparts. Many of his students are 
lawyers, doctors and educators. Is there 
a consensus among Mexican-Americans 
that Escalante was nothing short of a 
hero because of the high standards he 
placed on his students?

DEAR GABACHO: If only. The sad verdad\s 
that Escalante—whose story was immortal¬ 
ized in the 1988 film Stand and Deliver, which 
has been seen by every Mexican high school 
student in class at least twice a year ever 
since—is only universally admired by his 
former students nowadays. Chicano yaktiv- 
ists dismiss him because he was a strong 
opponent of bilingual education and palled 
around with conservatives; Freire pedagogi¬ 
cal types find his teaching methods not radi¬ 
cal enough. There's an elementary school 
in the working-class city of Cudahy named 
after him, sure, but that's about it in terms of 
public respect—and if that doesn't exemplify 
the Chicano concept of crabs in a bucket, I'm 
not sure what can.

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LAGUNA BEACH’S RANDY MORGAN 
WANTS TO MAKE AMENDS TO THE ART 
WORLD, BUT CAN HE OUTRUN HIS PAST?

{ andy Morgan really doesn’t want to be here. 

But the stout, gruff-voiced Laguna Beach artist is 
i tired of all the “bullshit,” as he puts it, that seems to 
constantly fly his way. 

And so he sits outside the Coffee Pub in the city’s downtown 
village on a sunny, tourism-board-approved afternoon with Aus¬ 
sie expat Ian “Kanga” Cairns, a former world-champion surfer. 
Cairns is Morgan’s new business partner (or “adult supervi¬ 
sor,” Cairns will joke), and the two men are trying to answer 
questions about how, in a city soaking with artists, Morgan has 
become such a smack-talk sponge. 

Not for the content of his work, mind you. Morgan special¬ 
izes in relatively benign, sculpted wildlife and nature pieces, the 
sort of designed-for-mass-appeal products that, as with Plein Air 
paintings of tranquil beachscapes, have come to define the city’s 
famed art community. 

Rather, it’s Morgan’s past that often comes up when people 
around town drop his name, a time frame the 63-year-old isn’t 
exactly comfortable discussing. Mention Morgan’s arrests and 
drug-dealing convictions and multiple DUIs and prison time, 



and understandably, he starts to fidget. 

But he insists his troublemaking history is behind him, and 
that all he wants to do is move forward, mentioning some cur¬ 
rent commissioned projects at a resort in Mexico, pieces he’s 
planning for San Clemente and several beach cities in San Diego 
County, and a sculpture of Laguna Beach High sports icon Skip¬ 
per Carillo for a to-be-determined location in the city. 

“Delivered on time and on budget,” Cairns makes clear. 

“People assume that once you’re a bad guy, you’re always a 
bad guy, and they’ll never give you another chance,” Morgan 
says. “But a lot of people believe in redemption in this country. 
Hopefully, someday, people will just forgive.” 

For some people, the day when they can forgive Morgan 
might never come. He has been accused of swindling cash and 
making promises he never intended to keep. 

“I was a victim of his, and it’s my own damn fault,” says one 
source who spoke to the Weekly about his dealings with Morgan. 
At the mere mention of Morgan’s name, the source proceeded 
to laugh long and loud. “Randy had a talent for getting people 
really interested and enthusiastic about some great ideas he had,

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and then the bad Randy took over, and 
everything went to shit. I think it’s a trag¬ 
edy that a guy with his talent hasn’t been 
able to pull it together. He’s every bit as 
good of an artist as Wyland.” 

The Weekly spoke with 18 sources for 
this story, several of whom did not want 
their names used, claiming they feared 
reprisals. SanDee Frei, an accountant 
who dealt with Morgan on financial pro¬ 
jections for one of his pieces, didn’t mind 
being quoted—but she only had two sen¬ 
tences to share: “My mother taught me if 
you don’t have anything nice to say, don’t 
say anything at all, especially in print. 

And I do not have anything nice at all to 
say about Randy Morgan.” 

I t was supposed to be the realization of 
a three-years-in-the-making dream for 
Morgan: A large, black, sculpted relief 
mural on the side of the Hobie Surf Shop 


on Beach Street in downtown Laguna 
depicting a day in the life of the city, a 
piece that eventually became known as 
Waterman’s Wall. 

Dedicated Nov. 29, 2012, with much 
fanfare, including an unveiling ceremony, 
speechifying Laguna Beach dignitaries 
and even a blocked-off street (a big deal 
in this eternally parking-starved city), 
most of the 200 gathered oohed and 
ahhed at the mural figures riding surf¬ 
boards, skimboards and stand-up paddle- 
boards. There were lifeguards in a tower, 
a Hobie catamaran on the water, a flock 


of pelicans in flight, and representations 
of several well-known people in Laguna 
Beach and the water-sports world, 
including surfboard shaper Hobie Alter; 
big-wave rider Mike Parsons; Pacific 
Marine Mammal Center founder John 
Cunningham; and Jim Freeman, the late 
co-founder of Laguna Beach-based movie 
company MacGillivray-Freeman Films. 

“It simply looked like a cool way to 
recognize the heritage of Laguna’s ocean¬ 
centric lifestyle,” says Hobie Surf Shop 
owner Mark Christy. “I’m happy with 
the concept of the piece. I’ve seen several 


locals bring their out-of-town guests by 
to show them the Laguna story depicted 
in the wall. And rarely does a week go 
by without someone saying, ‘You need to 
put some lights on that thing.’ But it’s fair 
to say that at the end of the day, it’s had 
more than its share of drama.” 

Part of that drama lies in what was not 
there: a plaque thanking by name all of 
the people who contributed to the wall’s 
construction funding, something that 
donors who gave a minimum of $2,500 to 
the project were promised. 

It turned out that, with few excep-

tions such as small memorials on park 
benches, the city of Laguna Beach doesn’t 
allow such plaques on its public art pieces 
because, officials argue, they would be 
construed as signs, separate from the art¬ 
work, which requires a whole other set of 
city government approvals. 

Sheila Bushard, owner of Bushard’s 
Pharmacy, donated $2,500 to the wall 
project, as well as $500 of her own money, 
expecting to see the name of her busi¬ 
ness-one of the oldest in Laguna Beach- 
on a plaque. More than a year later, there’s 
nothing, and she’s disappointed. 

“I was in favor of the concept of the 
wall representing Laguna and the ocean 
and the historical figures, but these peo¬ 
ple apparently were promising something 
that they didn’t know was against the 
rules,” says Bushard. 

Steve Smith, owner of the city’s Taco 
Bell franchise on Coast Highway, was 
promised by people representing Morgan 
at the time that not only would Smith be 
thanked for his $2,500 contribution on 
the plaque, but he would also be included 
in a planned documentary about the 
making of the wall that was supposedly 
going to air on the History Channel. But 
after the wall went up, all Smith got was a 
thank-you letter. 

"I’m not happy that I lost 2,500 bucks,” 
Smith says. “I feel like I was used. I never 
heard from anyone from the History 
Channel. The whole thing seems like it 
was a scam to me.” 

Morgan claims he never knew about any 
law against plaques, but some say otherwise. 

“He knew that,” says Nick Hernandez, 
a sitting member of the city’s arts com¬ 
mission. “Everybody knows that the only 
place where plaques are allowed are on 
the benches.” 

“He knew all along that there can’t be 
a plaque; we discussed it,” says Roger 
Butow, an outspoken environmental con¬ 


sultant and frequent Laguna Beach city- 
government irritant who helped Morgan 
with the Waterman’s Wall fund-raising 
during the project’s early stages. 

A bigger mystery, though, is what hap¬ 
pened to all that donation money. 

Morgan reported to the city’s arts com¬ 
mission that the wall cost an estimated 
$45,000. One source says Morgan told 
them he hoped to make a profit of around 
$100,000. Butow claims Morgan told him 
he collected $200,000. 

Apparently, all the cash went to Jesus. 

Morgan put his friend Greg Chastain in 
charge of fund-raising for the wall project, 
as well as the supposed History Channel 
film. Donors were asked to make checks 
out to the Chastain-headed group Commit¬ 
ted Heart, a tax-exempt nonprofit 501(c)3 
Christian ministry, of which Chastain is 
listed as its “executive lead pastor,” accord¬ 
ing to the Committed Heart website. 

Yet Committed Heart appears to exist 
only on the Internet. Thank-you letters 
received by Waterman’s Wall donors listed 
an address that’s actually a RO. box at 
Mail Stop, a private mail-service business 
on Glenneyre Street in Laguna Beach. 

Tax documents for Committed Heart that 
were filed in 2009 list an address in Palm 
Desert—which is also not a church, but 
Shadow Palms Manor, an elder-care facil¬ 
ity in a property owned by Chastain. 

Contacted via email by the Weekly, Chas¬ 
tain avoided answering specific questions 
about Waterman’s Wall funds, the plaque 
approvals or the film project; instead, he 
demanded to speak to the reporter’s edi¬ 
tors at the “OC Register” for the grievous 
sin of ringing up Shadow Palms Manor and 
asking prying questions. “I have no further 
comment for you,” Chastain concluded. 

Morgan claims to have been in the 
dark on all aspects of fund-raising and 
that Chastain was in charge of everything 
money-related for the wall. 

“I didn’t fund-raise other than ask people

for money, like I was told to do by Greg,” 
Morgan says. “He was telling me all I had to 
do was work on the art, which was what I 
wanted to hear. That I don’t have to worry 
about my rent or food or electricity bill. It 
was great. Everything I told people about 
the plaque or the documentary came from 
what Greg was telling me the whole time.” 

Morgan is now trying to sever ties with 
Chastain, and Morgan and Cairns say 
they’re beginningto explore legal action 
against him. Meanwhile, Chastain tells 
the Weekly that he continues to represent 
Randy Morgan Art and the Waterman’s 
Wall project. Morgan says he’d like his web¬ 
site back, but that Chastain controls both 
the site and the documentary footage. 

“Greg has a piece of Randy’s business, 
but the bottom line is that he abandoned 
Randy after the wall went up,” Cairns 
says, maintaining that Chastain, who was 
also responsible for paying Morgan, left 


him bereft, to the point at which Morgan 
had to rely on local food banks for meals. 

“He pretty much left me to die,” Mor¬ 
gan now says of Chastain. 

“There are responsibilities on both 
sides, and part of Chastain’s responsi¬ 
bilities are to provide a full accounting 
to Randy for the partnership for where 
the Waterman’s Wall money went for 
2012 and 2013,” says Cairns. “We need to 
know what money went into the 501(c) 
(3), who gave money and where the 
money was spent.” 

W hile Morgan fin¬ 
gers Chastain 
as the flash¬ 
point for much of his 
troubles involving the 
wall, others who’ve had 
sour dealings with Mor¬ 
gan in years past are 
just as quick to point 
their finger—often 
an extended 
middle one— 
at Morgan. 

Carolyn 
Lundberg is the 
elderly matriarch of Lund 
berg Family Farms, headquar¬ 
tered in Richvale, just south of 
Chico. She commissioned Mor¬ 
gan to create a sculpture for the entryway 
of her business for an agreed-in-advance 
price of $35,000. 

“By the time he finished, it was four 
times that—over $100,000,” Lundberg 
says. “He just lied about the money 


part. I’ve never had someone take 
advantage of me on a large scale like 
that, and now I just don’t trust any¬ 
body anymore. For somebody to not 
stay within the contract, and then keep 
gouging me ... I never want to see him 
again. I have an orphanage that I sup¬ 
port, and I keep thinking about what I 
could’ve done for the orphanage with 
all the money I spent.” 

Lundberg spoke with police and con¬ 
sidered filing a lawsuit 
against Morgan, but in the 
end, she opted to just 
move on and be done 
with the entire affair. 

“It was too emotion¬ 
ally hard for me at the 
time,” says Lundberg. 
“The piece is in our 
entrance now. I’m not 
going to say that it’s 
bad—because everybody 
likes it—but there were 
things I told him I did 
not want, and he did 
them anyway. Had I 
known what was going 
to happen, I would 
never have gotten 
involved with him.” 

“I never heard a complaint from her 
about what we were doing and where 
we were going,” a surprised Morgan says 
when told of Lundberg’s feelings. “We 
talked about it every step of the way. I don’t 
understand why she’s unhappy now.” 

“The bottom line is, the Lundberg 
piece is a fantastic piece of work,” says 


Cairns. “We would like to be able to use 
her as a reference, so it’s really distressing 
to hear that she’s unhappy.” 

Maria Heredia co-owns the Original 
Cast Foundry in Buena Park. She says 
Morgan wound up owing her $20,000. 

“He came to us to do molten castings 
[in] about 2005,” Heredia recalls. “He 
would take a long time to pay us back. His 
debt started to get bigger and bigger, and 
we never heard from him again until just 
recently. We didn’t take him to court or 
sue him because we were going through 
hard times, so we just let it go. We knew 
that he would come back sooner or later 
because we still have his molds here.” 

Where Lundberg and Heredia are con¬ 
cerned, Morgan appears to truly want to 
repair any ill will. When told the Weekly had 
interviewed Lundberg and Heredia for this 
story, Morgan phoned both up, telling Here¬ 
dia he would like to work with her foundry 
again and asking Lundberg if he could come 
up and correct any issues she has. 

In a follow-up interview, Heredia says, 
“Until we settle what is pending, then we’ll 
decide what’s going to happen. He wants 
to be our customer again, but if we do busi¬ 
ness, it’s going to have to be cash up front.” 

Lundberg sounds as if she’s in a less 
forgiving mood. “He called me, and I 
spoke with him as briefly as possible,” 
she says. “He said he wanted to fix things 
and put on another coat or something, 
and I told him that wasn’t necessary, it’s 
just fine the way it is. He tried to have a 
conversation, but I just wasn’t interested 
in small talk. It kind of ruined my whole

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day. One of my girls asked me what was 
wrong, and I told her who called, and she 
said no wonder I don’t feel well.” 

here are other stories of Morgan 
running up huge tabs. 

Kara Lubin contacted Morgan in 
2009 looking to get custom medals made 
for the 100 Mile Club, a nonprofit national 
organization she founded that gives special 
needs kids a goal of running 100 miles in a 
single school year. 

"I paid him $1,400 in the beginning, and 
then one day, he called me, very frantically 
demanding more money,” Lubin says. “He 
actually drove to my school to get money 
and came on to the campus. That’s when 
I started feeling a little bit uncomfortable. 


M organ says he has been clean 

since finishing an extended stay 
at a sober-living house in San Cle¬ 
mente two years ago, a price he paid for 
violating parole—the judge recommended 
no prison time after being impressed by 
Morgan’s “great strides.” 

But moving forward and presenting 
himself as someone who’s genuinely 
reformed, Morgan understands, may 
always be difficult, if not impossible. 

“There’s a fear Randy has with all these 
people chasing him,” Cairns says. “Will 
they put him back in a negative place and 
get him to the point where he’ll drink and 
use drugs again—or ends up in jail again? 
That scares the hell out of him.” 

Morgan has a new team, consisting of 
himself, Cairns and Laguna Beach pho¬ 
tographer Tom Kemp, that’s helping him 
out with new paying art commissions 
and making sure he has money in his 
checking account. 

“Our goal is just to clean up the past, 
and if there are legitimate grievances 
about Randy, then we’ll structure things 
one by one, and we will address them and 
fix them, and we will make good,” Cairns 
says. “Randy’s situation has been remark¬ 
ably unpleasant through 2013. Tom and I 
fundamentally pulled Randy off the street, 
almost literally. My job is to keep Randy 
focused on the positive—on the art work, 
on finding new clients, on delivering them 
on time and on budget.”

Then we started getting really close to the 
deadline. I had 10,000 kids counting on me, 
kids who made a commitment to running 
100 miles, and the end-of-the-year medal 
ceremony has always been very special, so 
not having the medals wasn’t an option.” 

Lubin was forced to order stock medals 
just to make the ceremony deadline. She 
can’t recall the exact amount she wound up 
giving Morgan, but she estimates it was at 
least $4,000. 

“It worked out, but it was a really bad 
experience,” Lubin says. “I cut my losses 
and just knew I wasn’t going to see the 
medals or the money ever again. For a 
young nonprofit to lose that much money, 
it was very painful.” 

Lubin also filed a statement with the 
Laguna Beach Police Department to get the 
incident on record. She never heard from 
Morgan again—he never called to apolo¬ 
gize, never explained what happened. 

“I wanted to finish the product at the 
end,” Morgan now explains, “and then 
she didn’t want to do it—said don’t worry 
about it, we’ll do them next year. To tell you 
the truth, I don’t remember exactly how 
it went, but I know it was a mess. So I’m 
foggy on the details, but it’s an issue that I 
need to deal with, and I’m willing to make 
the medals for her for anything she wants 
to do now, whatever I need to do.” 


“I have a wonderful life now,” Morgan 
says. “I’m able to get up in the morning 
and make art and be with my family, and 
that’s all I really want to do. It was hor¬ 
rible last year coming out of the Water¬ 
man’s Wall, thinking that I was with 
management that was going to get me the 
next project. And now we’ve got people 
who aren’t happy because there’s no rec¬ 
ognition or plaque on the wall, but we’re 
going to make it right, and we’re going to 
pay for it because we have work now.” 

“I feel for people who donated money 
in the name of a family member with the 
expectation that there would be a plaque,” 
Cairns says. “That’s horrible. It’s not good. 
So we need to do that. And I absolutely 
would not be connected with Randy in any 
way if he was still connected with drugs. I 
am adamantly anti-drug and anti-abuse of 
any kind. Tom and I believe in the guy and 
his honest desire to redeem himself and to 
create a body of work that, in the latter part 
of his life, people will ultimately judge him 
on, and we’ll help him do that.” 

“I’m not a guy who tries to go out and 
hurt people,” Morgan says. “I hurt myself 
at times, and when that happens, other 
people get hurt. Can I change my history? 
No, I can’t. But I can change what I’m 
going to do tomorrow.”

Deja Ocean View 


Boathouse On the Bay is a reincarnation of the recently defunct McKenna’s

Ml feel like I’ve been here before,” I 
I said to my date even though I knew 
I I hadn’t. This was Boathouse On 
the Bay, which used to be McKenna’s On 
the Bay, and I’d never eaten at McKenna’s 
before one of its owners passed away earlier 
this year, and the restaurant closed abruptly 
after more than a decade at Long Beach’s 
Alamitos Bay Landing. What I meant was 
it felt like so many other notable American 
seafood restaurants I’d been to in the past 
decade. There was that Legal Seafoods I 
tried in Boston. And at Seattle’s waterfront, 
Elliot’s Oyster House and Ivar’s. 

Boathouse On the Bay could’ve been a 
dead ringer for them. Besides being located 
dockside, next to a lapping ocean and 
anchored boats swaying in the current, it’s 
as though Boathouse followed the same 
floor plan and interior-design scheme as the 
others. Along the back wall of the restau¬ 
rant, there’s a trench-like kitchen gilded in 
brass that stretches on for a mile. Parallel to 
this is a sparsely lit dining room composed 
almost entirely of dark wood, with all of the 
booths lined up so that no matter where you 
sit, you get the same view of the water as the 
person across the table. 

Like my visits to those other restaurants, 

I came knowing I’d be starting with a thick- 
as-sludge clam chowder, then slurping some 
cold oysters while deciding if I wanted to go 
broke by ordering the lobster—it’s as over¬ 
priced here as it was in Boston and Seattle. 
But there were other predictable constants, 
too. A half-loaf dome of sourdough bread 
came out fuming—so hot the butter I slath¬ 
ered on turned instantly to foam. There’s 
also the dutiful cylinder of Hawaiian tuna 
poke with avocado and cucumber that’s 


supposed to be scooped up with fried won- 
ton chips, as it always is. 

What I didn’t expect was the sushi. 

Unlike its doppelgangers, Boathouse On the 
Bay offered a separate list of sushi rolls with 
names such as “Hot Mama” and “Heart 
Attack.” A soy paper-wrapped “Ceviche 
Roll” with seared tuna, yellowtail, crab and 
salmon kind of resembled a burrito even 
before it was garnished with spoonfuls of 
pico de gallo. I saw nothing like it in Seattle’s 
nor Boston’s seafood restaurants. But Boat¬ 
house does sushi because its predecessor 
also did sushi. It’s one of the things the new 
owners kept around from McKenna’s in a 
don’t-fix-what-ain’t-broke reincarnation. 

I heard it even rehired the same staff. One 
night, I saw a local painting class take over a 
whole banquet room, something it had been 
doing since the place was McKenna’s. 

Comparing Boathouse’s menu with 
the cached Internet copies of McKenna’s, 

I also noticed it kept the crudo. I can’t 
be sure if the old place did it exactly as 
Boathouse does today. If it did, it wouldn’t 
be crudo by definition. The yellowtail 
wasn’t sliced paper-thin, but rather into 
thick, beveled cuts that suggested they’re 
the same slices used for the nigiri. On 
the plate, each piece leaned on the next, 
the row of flesh-colored morsels doused 
in a jalapeno-ponzu sauce—a spicy-tart, 
chunky dressing that burned as though a 
diluted Indonesian sambal. 

A smoked-fish plate was another hold¬ 
over from the old menu, and what looked 
like the same roster of steaks and chops was 
also still around. But a pan-roasted crab 
cake we ordered seemed updated. Instead 
of McKenna’s grapefruit sauce, Boathouse’s 


version featured a red paste of romesco 
smeared beneath the crisp-crusted crab 
hockey pucks and a roasted corn salsa to 
nibble between bites. 

And for a main course, Boathouse still 
cooked barramundi and Chilean sea bass. 
The latter was miso-glazed, as it was before, 
the fish cooked precisely, with caramelized 
edges and a flesh exhibiting the concen¬ 
trated sweetness of a thousand crabs. The 
fish was so moist it melded with the creamy 
texture of the mashed potatoes below; I 
couldn’t tell where the sea bass ended and 
the starch began. As it did at McKenna’s, 
a moat of crab-tomato broth surrounded 
the mound. This time, though, the dish 
included a mixed-bean succotash featuring 
the squeaky-crunch of Chinese long beans, 
a personal favorite that I wish more restau¬ 
rants dared to use. 

A black spaghetti McKenna’s previously 
offered was now upgraded to a full-on 
squid-ink pappardelle, a go-for-broke dish 
with tape-wide belts of jet blackness that’s 
actually the best way to eat lobster here. It 
was covered in a ragout that featured gener¬ 
ous bits of the costly shellfish, the mountain 
crowned with a dollop of salmon roe. The 
whole thing ate like a bizarre, delicious noo¬ 
dle dish from another planet. The loyal cus¬ 
tomers of McKenna’s may have never seen 
anything like it, even if they know they’ve 
been here before.

I n many ways, Orange County is still the 
rube-filled paradise it's always been. This 
is the place, after all, that gets mesmerized 
every night when the Disneyland fireworks 
go boom, never mind the inconvenient 
smoke that drifts around Anaheim's bar¬ 
rios afterward. Orange County is where 
The Orange County Registers fast-food 
coverage gets more accolades than its 
hole-in-the-wall reporting, where people still 
prefer to order Cadillac margaritas instead 
of mezcal. And so it makes sense that nearly 
three years after the rest of the country got 
over a doughnut craze, OC restaurateurs 
continue to ride the tired trend to its sweet, 
sweet end. 

We only started a couple of years ago, 
when Anaheim's M & M Donuts made a 
blueberry version that provoked lines at 
3 in the morning, and we still want more 
and more dougnuts. Much has been said 
recently of Friendly Donuts' ube (or purple 
yam) take, and Sidecar's gourmet emphasis 
continues to rightfully obsess Costa Mesa. 
Now comes Afters Ice Cream, a group of 
Vietnamese kidswho've transformed a 
once-tired Fountain Valley shopping plaza 
into the stage for OC's must-eat treat of 
the season. It seems downright novel: ice 
cream stuffed inside a doughnut, with your 
choice of traditional sundae toppings mixed 
in. The results are called a Milky Bun, and 
the process is far easierthan you'd think: 
they get a glazed doughnut, scoop out the 
inside, stuff it with the homemade ice cream 
flavor of your choice, then seal the results in 
with more batter. And the results are far bet¬ 
ter than a cynic like me could imagine. Think 
of the best ice cream sandwich of your life 
except sweeter, yeastier. The doughnut 
maintains its structural integrity even though 
the ice cream inside is aching to ooze out; 
despite the heat of the just-fried doughnut, 
the ice cream remains chilly. This combina¬ 
tion of heat and cold is so quintessential^ 
Southern Californian that I'm surprised no 
one has done it before; if the Afters kids get 
the concept right, they might've found our 
new date shake. 

And the people running this are kids; the 
ice cream flavors can be inconsistent or run 
out quick, the wait can be overwhelming, as 
much as it's worth it. There's still no phone 
number listed on their website, and I'd like 
to see more from them (how about slush¬ 
ies? Some bomb-ass sinh to?) But kudos to 
Afters for making a tired trend new. Now, 
can the rest of OC chefs move on to pies? 
Because the rest of America is getting over 
their pie craze, you know....

Behind the 
Green Tomato 

Kyle Markt of Green Tomato Grill 


I f you overthink the name, you may over¬ 
look the kind of menu Green Tomato 
Grill has. Sure, you’ll find salads, toma¬ 
toes and grilled meats. But I found an 
achiote-beef-and-eggbreakfast wrap that 
satisfied hunger pangs, and the adobo- 
lime popcorn woke up my taste buds. 

Kyle Markt is the man behind the flavor 
profiles, and he strives to win over diners 
with his ability to create a meal to your 
liking. Here, requests are gladly accepted 
and delivered. 

OC WEEKLY: Let’s talk about your concept. 
KYLE MARKT: So, two guys with no res¬ 
taurant experience decided they wanted 
to start a restaurant that could be fast, 
healthy and tasty. They figured if they 
could deliver on those three things very 
well, it would be successful. I came into 
the picture soon after and strongly advised 
that it was a terrible business investment. 
But they persisted, so I designed the menu 
and most of the overall concept that is now 
Green Tomato Grill. 

We took what was trending in the 
quick-service industry and made 
improvements where we thought other 
concepts fell short. Our biggest dilemma 
was whether to even promote being 
healthy. We didn’t want the stigma or lack 
of flexibility of being a health-food res¬ 
taurant. When we finished the menu and 
recipes, we decided it was healthy. That’s 
how we would promote it. All our sauces 
are gluten-free and either Greek yogurt-, 
tofu- or vegetable-based. We make 
EVERY item from scratch. We butcher 
our meat.... Our lemonade is made with 
100 percent agave. We tried to keep all 
our entrees in a reasonable calorie range. 
Most important, our food makes you feel 
good, and that’s why we’ve been so suc¬ 
cessful so far. 

Favorite places to eat (besides your own): 
Break of Dawn. Seriously, the best break¬ 
fast in Orange County. 

Where was your most recent meal? 

Brodard Restaurant in Garden Grove. I 
had pork spring rolls and Vietnamese beef 
stew with a baguette. 

What is your food-service work experience? 
I got my foundation working in restau¬ 
rants in Cleveland. I started my first job 
at Fire Food and Drink as a prep cook on 
the weekends and worked my way up in 
that kitchen. The executive chef, Doug 
Katz, left a lasting impression on the 
type of cuisine I prepare. From there, I 
bounced around Cleveland restaurants, 
cooking through college. I moved to Cali¬ 
fornia six years ago and became a private 
chef to a young, wealthy businessman 
in Laguna Beach. I was basically in his 
entourage and cooked for his guests 
and threw lavish parties. That was the 
best job I ever had. While I was there, I 
branched out into private catering, and

later landed a job as executive chef of a 
boutique hotel in Laguna Beach called 
Hotel Seven40ne. While at Seven40ne, 

I met my future business partners and 
started working on the Green Tomato 
Grill concept. 

What is your beverage of choice? 
Winchester Coffee from my favorite coffee 
roaster, Beyond the Grind. 

Your best recent food find: 

Cucina Enoteca. The burrata with garlic 
confit or the chicken-liver pate. 

Favorite chef: 

Jesse Brockman. He was one of the win¬ 
ners of The Great Food Truck Race from 
the Lime Truck. His obsession with demi- 
glace knows no bounds. 

Where does the restaurant name come from? 
[Laughs.] That was the hardest part 
of this whole project. After about two 
years of concept development, we still 
had no name. We knew it should be 
something with “Grill” in it and sounded 
fresh. We decided on Green Tomato 
Grill because the dot-com was available 
and it seemed to fit. Then we added the 
fried green tomatoes. 

Weirdest customer request (and did you 
do it?): 

We cater to special dietary-needs people. 

I had a girl come in once—allergic to soy, 
dairy, gluten, nuts and a few other things. 
We eventually came up with something 
that worked. I think it was a rice bowl.

Thai This Now 

Khao soi at Playground

R emember last year, or maybe it was 
the year before, when the mavens at 
Playground started playing around 
with ramen? They started out with a pretty 
good product, and as the days and weeks 
wore on, it improved. Now they’re doing it 
with the Thai noodle dish khao soi. Khao 
soi isn’t a newcomer to OC—our Mexi¬ 
can In Chief has been beating the peanut 
noodles drum since before Dubya began his 
swift slide into irrelevance. But one of the 
only places to get it is at Bangkok Taste in 
Santa Ana. 

Playground, then, is reviving this 1990s 
classic. Its first few attempts were good, but 
not life-altering; the most recent iteration I 


had blew them out of the water. The bowl 
is simple enough: al dente egg noodles from 
Sun Noodles in Compton in a rich, viscous 
peanut-coconut curry, with whatever meat 
is on the menu (chicken, in this case) buried 
inside the bowl. It’s topped with a small 
mountain of crispy noodles for texture 
contrast. Unusually for Playground, where 
dishes come out of the kitchen ready to be 
eaten and alterations are politely (unless 
you’re a jerk) declined, the khao soi comes 
with a table salad of garnishes for you to 
doctor up your own soup: pickled cabbage, 
onion, herbs, roasted peanuts, lime, bean 
sprouts, fried shallots, chile oil... 

There are rumors flying around that the 
Playground team will be bringing a noodle 
bar to the market opening across the street 
from the flagship restaurant; if so, we hope 
this khao soi will be on the menu—and 
plenty of chile oil to go with it.

P izzeria Ortica in Costa Mesa has 
been a smash from the moment it 
opened except in one category—booze. 
For about a year, I refused to even go 
because during a lunchtime visit, it had 
no cocktails—unacceptable. But some¬ 
time last year, Joel Caruso became head 
of Ortica's alcohol, and I knew the guy 
was smart when he brought on as his 
apprentice that nice waiter/bartender 
who used to work weekend shifts at 
the late, great Memphis Atthe Santora 
(sorry I haven't learned your name after 
all these years!). Together, Caruso and 
his protege have unveiled a magnificent 
cocktail program, meaning I'm going to 
be spending much more time there given 
it's just a couple of minutes from Weekly 
World Headquarters. 

They can whip up whatever you 
desire, but stick to the cocktails on the 
menu, an imaginative collection that 
takes full advantage of Caruso's knowl¬ 
edge of Italian digestifs. But the one 
that I enjoyed the most was one I almost 
didn't order: the Adriatic Coast. 



THE DRINK 

This drink has two things I don't usually 
like: gin (which gets me in a stabby mood) 
and gingerflavor. But add in lemon; lime; 
Angostura; Domaine de Canton, a ginger 
liqueur from China; and a dash of St. Ger¬ 
main, and the result is a gorgeous, tart 
sea of swell befitting its name. Order this 
one to introduce yourself anew to Pizzeria 
Ortica—then follow the cues of Caruso and 
his team in bringing joy to your South Coast 
Metro night.

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Together Again 

Muppets Most Wanted is a great caper

I f you count forward from Jim Hen¬ 
son’s mid-1960s TV appearances with 
a fringy pup named Rowlf and the liz¬ 
ard, made from an old winter coat, who 
would later become Kermit the Frog, 
the Muppets have outlived most of their 
early puppet peers by more than two 
generations: You don’t see any contem¬ 
porary movies being built around Topo 
Gigio or Senor Wences (though that’s not 
to say it couldn’t happen). The endurance 
of the Muppets isn’t just the result of the 
creative skills of Henson and collabora¬ 
tors such as Frank Oz, or of smart busi¬ 
ness decisions, or of sheer dumb luck. It’s 
simply that the Muppets are just ever-so- 
slightly, or maybe even totally, mad. Man, 
woman, child: Who can resist them? 

Even TV-watching cats are drawn to 
their frisky hippety-hopping and flutey, 
gravelly, squeaky, squawky voices. 

But after years of success in TV and 
movies, the Muppets’ star had tarnished 
a bit. In 2011, the movie franchise was 
rebooted with The Muppets, starring 
Jason Segel, Amy Adams and our furry, 
felted friends. On the patented Acme 
Silliness Scale, which peaks at 11.5, The 
Muppets was about an 8. But the new 
Muppets Most Wanted, in which an evil 
Kermit look-alike named Constantine 
escapes from a Siberian prison to wreak 
havoc, registers closer to a 9.5. In other 
words, it’s better. 


The endurance of the Muppets 
isn’t just the result of the 
creative skills of Jim Henson 
and collaborators such as 
Frank Oz, or of smart business 
decisions, or of sheer dumb 
luck. It’s simply that the 
Muppets are just ever-so- 
slightly, or maybe even 
totally, mad. 

At the start, the Muppets realize their 
recent film hasn’t made them as hot as 
they’d hoped. An oily Hollywood type 
preys on their vulnerability and per¬ 
suades them to hire him as their manager. 
Little do they know that the man who 
has identified himself as Dominic Badguy 
(Ricky Gervais) is really a scheming jewel 
thief. Dominic arranges a European tour 
for the Muppets and immediately dis¬ 
patches Kermit; the other Muppets don’t 
know their trustworthy frog leader has 
been replaced by Constantine, Dominic’s 
partner in crime, who looks just like Ker¬ 
mit save for a Cindy Crawford mole on 
his upper lip that he blots out with green 
makeup. Meanwhile, Kermit is whisked 
off to the gulag, where prison mistress 
Nadya (Tina Fey, looking quite fetching in 
a fitted Russian officer’s coat and match¬ 
ing fur hat) tries to have her way with 


him. Her PG-rated way, of course. 

The story matters only in that it cre¬ 
ates opportunities for heaps of ridicu¬ 
lousness, and writer/director James 
Bobin (who also directed The Muppets), 
along with co-writer Nicholas Stoller, 
mines them skillfully and breezily. The 
numerous noodley plot points involve 
the match-up of Sam Eagle’s taciturn CIA 
operative with Ty Burrell’s Interpol agent 
Jean Pierre Napoleon: On the hunt for 
the escaped Constantine, they trek across 
Europe crammed into a highly miniatur¬ 
ized Euro-car. 

Meanwhile, Constantine and Dominic 
use the Muppets’ tour as a cover for a 
series of heists, intended to culminate in 
the theft of the crown jewels. Because 
faux-Kermit Constantine—easily iden¬ 
tified (by us, at least) by his cabbage¬ 
dumpling Russian accent—couldn’t care 
less about the show, the Muppets are 
left rudderless, free at last to execute 
the ideas that Kermit always nixed. 
Gonzo, for example, has long wanted to 
mount an indoor running of the bulls, 
and when Constantine gives him the 
go-ahead, chaos predictably ensues: 

A mini-herd of legless Muppet bulls 
storms the stage, stamping and snorting 
and rolling their Ping-Pong-ball eyes. 
(Backstage, Gonzo laments, “The bulls 
are out of control! Who would have 
foreseen this?”) 

Meanwhile, in Siberia, Kermit has 
been enlisted to direct the annual prison 
musical: You haven’t lived until you’ve 
seen grizzled jailbirds, played by Jemaine 
Clement ( Flight of the Conchords ), Ray 
Liotta and Danny Trejo, singing the living 
daylights out of Hamlisch and Kleban. 
Through it all, Kermit’s busy dodging the 


moo-moo gaze of the love-struck Nadya 
(Fey slinks through several musical 
numbers with vixen-like ersatz Russian 
charm). And, in the tradition of all the 
Muppet movies, Muppets Most Wanted is 
studded with brief appearances from big 
and medium-size stars. To spoil the spe¬ 
cifics of the cameos would be a transgres¬ 
sion, but it’s probably not giving away too 
much to tell you that the generally awe¬ 
some Tom Hiddleston makes one of them. 

Amid all this mishegas, Miss Piggy’s 
dreams of marrying Kermit appear to 
be finally coming true. Except the swain 
who has swept her off her feet is not 
her beloved Kermie, but the impostor 
Constantine, who appears to be giving 
her exactly what she wants—he woos 
her with a love ballad straight out of’80s 
MOR radio, his satin shirt billowing with 
the help of a wind machine. At the core 
of Muppets Most Wanted, there’s a potent 
lesson about the nature of love: The 
things we think we want aren’t always 
the things that will truly make us happy. 
Miss Piggy, as with so many of us, is so 
hung up on the trappings of romance that 
she mistakes them for genuine love. She’s 
also under the impression that diamonds 
are a girl’s best friend, and in this case, 
they’re not. Still, you can’t fault her for 
being a dreamer. The day she stops being 
dazzled by a big honking rock is the day 
she stops being Piggy. And the real Ker¬ 
mit, true-blue—or is that green?—to his 
core, would never let that happen.

NYMPHOMANIAC: VOLUME 1 

What separates Lars von Trier's 
Nymphomaniac from porn? A lot. For 
one, porn tends to be less interested 
in fly fishing, piano chords, rugelach, 
fingernail clipping, and Fibonacci, all 
subjects discussed at length by Joe 
(Charlotte Gainsbourg) and Seligman 
(Stellan Skarsgard) in between the 
bonking. They spend this first volume 
in Seligman's apartment, where he's 
taken her to rest after discovering 
her battered in the streets. Seductive 
Joe doesn't open up about her 
injuries; past traumas, however, are 
open season, and when Seligman 
tries to relate to her, Nymphomaniac 
becomes something truly shocking: 
a comedy. Told of the schoolgirl sex 
club where she was forbidden to 
shag anyone twice, Seligman gets 
sidetracked by their sacred chant. 
"That's the devil's interval!" he chirps, 
digressing into a theory of musical 
dissonance. An off-kilter pleasure, 
Nymphomaniac isn't interested in 


hows or whats—it cares about the 
whys, or, from Joe's often bored 
expressions, the why-the-hell-nots. 
She doesn't have a good reason for 
boning seven men a night. But do we 
need her to have one? As a nymph in 
hot pants, young Joe (Stacy Martin) 
pounces on a happily married man 
who begs herto leave him alone. Her 
conquests don't register as individu¬ 
als with lives beyond their moment 
of pleasure. Instead they're a blur, 
each so indistinct that she literally 
rolls dice to decide how to treat 
them. In an oddly beautiful sequence, 
she relates her men to music. One 
is the stabilizing base, another the 
driving thrust, and a third the fanci¬ 
ful melody. They don't conflict, they 
complement—a counterpoint to the 
fantasy that one person can fill all our 
holes. (Not Rated) Amy Nicholson. 
Countywide. 

TYLER PERRY'S SINGLE MOMS 
CLUB Tyler Perry probably wishes 
he'd been raised by a single mom. As 
he has said in interviews, his father, 
Emmitt, was abusive and once beat 
him so hard with a vacuum hose 
that his skin felt flayed. In response, 
the writer/director reveres mothers, 


synthesizing his mom and aunt into 
the all-powerful Madea, and here 
in The Single Moms Club elevating 
them to the wisecracking goddesses 
of the hearth. The club consists of 
Waffle Flouse waitress Lytia (Cocoa 
Brown), cowed divorcee Esperanza 
(Zulay Flenao), wannabe writer May 
(Nia Long), fierce publishing execu¬ 
tive Jan (Wendi McLendon-Covey), 
and former trophy wife Hillary (Amy 
Smart), whose lawyer ex has just quit 
funding her maid, Christina (Angela 
Matemotja), i.e., the substitute mom 
her daughter loves best. All they share 
in common is bratty kids enrolled in 
a posh private school. Each of their 
preteens has been caught smoking 
or spray painting and will be expelled 
unless their folks drop everything to 
throw the school's fundraiser, the 
Belfast Dance. (Suggested tagline: It's 
gonna be explosive!) Perry worships 
strong women who speak their mind, 
so Single Moms Club is a love letter 
to comedian Cocoa Brown. As the 
outspoken projects mom who's trying 
to keep her youngest from following 
the oldest to jail, Brown is loud and 
uncompromising—poor McLendon- 
Covey has to refer to her as a "big 
black wall"—and the best of Perry's 
hard-to-love heroines. Perry plays to 
an audience he believes wants to see 
its lives reflected onscreen, only with 
better hair and dressier sweatpants. 
We want his Moms to have it all, even 
as there's something off in an ode to 
single motherdom that presents each 
one a with Prince Charming. (PG-13)

ABOUT LAST NIGHT Could there be 
a phenomenon we might call the 
RomCom Uncanny Valley, where movie 
stars' gorgeousness fully outshines our 
ability to believe their characters' hum¬ 
drum relationship problems? Radiant 
lovers make radiant love—and then 
argue about it—in Steve Pink's spirited, 
crowd-pleasing retake of About Last 
Night, often in a distinguished down¬ 
town L.A. loft boasting a couples' bath¬ 
tub so elegantly complex that I must 
have missed the scene where Danny 
(Michael Ealy), a sweet-tempered 
mensch in a sales job, becomes a bil¬ 
lionaire. But audiences will buy it, and 
that Danny is unlucky in love despite his 
world-class abs and ocean-blue eyes. 
That goes double for Joy Bryant, who 
plays his bathmate. Here is peak human 
beauty possessed by an actress skilled 
enough that she just has to dimple up 
to convince us her character shares 
our problems. About Last Night holds to 
the what-are-we-doing-here relation¬ 
ship basics: Are we hooking up? Are 
we using a condom? Are we in love? 
And the film's refrain, "Are we fight¬ 
ing?" The arc is familiar, as are scraps 
of the film's wall-to-wall dialogue that 
date back to David Mamet's Sexual 
Perversity in Chicago, here given an 
update (to today), a transplant (to 
Los Angeles), and a broadening (to a 
Kevin Hart sex comedy.) It's also given 
a warming: The raw talk here is jolly 
rather than bracing, even Hart's jabber¬ 
ing on about "pussy," and there's never 
a doubt that these characters want,

In Select Theaters Friday, March 21 
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deep down, to fall in Happy Ending 
Love. This About Last Night revels in 
friendship, fidelity, and something too 
rarely seen in the movies today: the 
idea that being young and black in 
Los Angeles can be glorious. (R) Alan

BAD WORDS As you can guess, Jason 
Bateman's directorial debut Bad Words 
is filled with bad words: Bateman plays 
Guy Trilby, an alleged grown-up with a 
photographic memory and a lousy atti¬ 
tude who bullies his way into a national 
spelling bee competition for grade- 
schoolers. As he's knocking 'em dead 
on the spelling-bee circuit, executing 
words like floccinaucinihilipilification 
with aplomb, he's also spraying his 
ill will and nasty vocabulary every 
which way like a surly tomcat. No one 
escapes his acid verbal jet-stream: Not 
Allison Janney's prim-and-proper bee 
coordinator, nor Kathryn Hahn as the 
journalist who, for no clear reason, has 
chosen to accompany him on this bit¬ 
ter adventure. Bad Words might have 
been moderately enjoyable if Trilby 
were just a really bad guy. But there's a 
reason for his miserable behavior—in 
case you haven't guessed, this is a 
journey toward redemption. Bateman, 
as both director and star, digs his 
heels in too hard to make the movie's 
points, using lots of ho-hum close-ups 
and wriggly camera work along the 
way. The foul-mouthed insults that 
litter Andrew Dodge's screenplay 
aren't even that clever: At one point 
Trilby, who has reluctantly accepted 
the friendship of an adorable bee 
competitor of South Asian descent 
(played, winsomely, by Rohan Chand), 
asks the kid if he has a girlfriend: "You 
can't find one little chicken tikka to get 
your shrimp tandoori up in?" If that's 
supposed to be shocking, it isn't—but 
it isn't funny, either. Bateman seems 
to be looking over his shoulder to 
make sure we're getting the gags, but 
all he's come up with is a Bad Santa 
wannabe, with none of that movie's 
glorious Rabelaisian spirit. How do you 
spell relief ? (R) Stephanie Zacharek. 
Countywide. 

THE GRAND BUDAPEST HOTEL Here 
is Wes Anderson's most mature film, 
and his most visually witty, too. It's play¬ 
ful without being self-congratulatory, 
lush without being cloying. Initially, it 
appears to be one of his twee fantasies, 
opening with an animated funicular 
huffing up a mountain backdrop to 
arrive at the titular hotel. But with a 
blink, the image jumps from 1932 to 
1968, and the building devolves from 
pink to drab. We realize that, for once, 
Anderson will let his airless snow globe 
be shaken and dropped, and in this 
case crudely glued back together by 
Communism. The film has the scope 
of a century, with Anderson wrestling 
with four different time frames; the 
main narrative, set before World War II, 
concerns young Moustafa (newcomer 
Tony Revolori) ascending from Junior 
Lobby Boy-in-training under supreme 
concierge Monsieur Gustave (Ralph 
Fiennes) to owning the hotel outright. 
Fiennes is brilliant. He understands 
that Anderson has a hard time distin¬ 
guishing people from props, and plays 
Gustave as a bit of both, a self-created 
legend who strides around the hotel 
like the Fred Astaire of housekeep¬ 
ing. The thrust of the plot is Gustave's 
efforts to prove he didn't kill one of his 
heiresses (Tilda Swinton), a murder 
charge levied by her tittering daughters 
and money-hungry son Adrian Brody, 
who stalks the film like Poe's raven. 

But the emotional drama is Gustave's 
struggle to keep order while chaos— 
personal and geopolitical—encroaches 
on his manicured fiefdom. Meanwhile, 
we're all too aware that it's futile: Soon, 
the whole thing will be blown to bits, 
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and the generation after will have no use 
for gilded manners. (R) Amy Nicholson.

THE MONUMENTS MEN Most of US like 
to think we'd stride into a combat zone 
to save a distressed child. But would 
we do the same for a Michelangelo 
Madonna? You can see why George 
Clooney would be attracted to these 
heroes, particularly as Robert M. Edsel 
(with Bret Witter) presents them in his 
gloriously readable 2009 book. Edsel 
focuses on the eight men, among them 
museum curators and art historians, 
who trekked to Europe at the tail end 
of World War II "to inspect and pre¬ 
serve" every important work of art or 
architecture in the path of the Allied 
forces between the English Channel and 
Berlin—and, as it turns out, ended up 
saving hundreds of stolen works that 
Hitler's troops had amassed for a grand 
museum to be built in the Fuhrer's honor 
in Austria. History, politics, and civic 
ideals are catnip to Clooney the director, 
but The Monuments Men, either despite 
its clearly noble intentions or because of 
them, stumbles on the march. Clooney 
and co-writer Grant Heslov embellish, 
rearrange, and condense many of the 


details, none of which is a problem. But 
Clooney can't control the story; it keeps 
flying out of his grasp like an unruly 
spring. The Monuments Men feels loose 
and disorganized, even though all the 
requisite cogs have been accounted for. 
His great skill as a director may be his 
affinity for actors, and the performers 
here (Jean Dujardin, John Goodman, 
Cate Blanchett, Matt Damon, Bob 
Balaban, Bill Murray.) always have some 
quiet sparkle about them. Monuments 
Men fails in its grand ambitions, but it's 
still satisfying in bits and pieces, like 
a busted statue. (PG-13) Stephanie 
Zacharek. Countywide. 

NEED FOR SPEED Like porn, another 
art form where characters are blank 
audience surrogates, the video game 
version of Need for Speed emphasized 
action over individuality. The hero was 
merely called The Player. In the movie, 
whose script doesn't feel typed so much 
as button-mashed, Aaron Paul ( Breaking 
Bad ) steps into the void. He's at least 
given a name, Tobey Marshall, but not 
much else. Tobey hails from Mount 
Kisco, New York, a motor-mad hamlet 
where he and his buddies (Kid Cudi, 

Rami Malek, Ramon Rodriguez) rebuild 
cars at a struggling garage so decked 
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out in Americana you expect a waitress 
to roller-skate out with milkshakes. At 
night, the entire town heads to the drive- 
in to watch Steve McQueen's Bullitt 
before powering up for dangerous drag 
races through the apocalypse-empty 
streets. During a race, Tobey drives 
the wrong way on a highway, causes 
several bystander wrecks, and watches 
his friend's car flip over 12 times, tumble 
over a bridge, and burst into flames. Not 
to be a killjoy, but if filmmakers are going 
to embed pixel mayhem in the photo-real 
world, then they're inviting us to ask 
if this shit is sociopathic. Regardless, 
we're meant to root for Tobey to avenge 
his sidekick's death by doing even more 
of what got him killed. Paul has proven 
himself talented atone specific char¬ 
acter, an antic man-child who bleeds 
his soul on the screen. He's trying to 
prove his range, which in the Era of 
Gosling means frowning, crinkling his 
eyebrows, and glaring over his shoul¬ 
der. Occasionally, he pants. The bigger 
waste is ingenue Imogen Poots as The 
Babe Who Likes Cars. (PG-13) Amy 
Nicholson. Countywide. 

POMPEII When Vesuvius kabooms an 
hour into Pompeii, it interrupts a per¬ 
fectly spirited gladiator picture the 
likes of which Hollywood just doesn't 
make, a rousing slaves-vs.-Romans 
close-combat thriller I was in no way 
ready to see chucked in favor of the 
usual CGI apocalypse. Kit Harington 
(Game of Thrones' Jon Snow) stars as 
Celtic Warrior Whose Name I Forget, 
an orphaned hunk with abs so sharply 
defined you could race Matchbox cars 
through the grooves between them. He's 
hauled from a bloody-puddle London 
slave pit to battle in Pompeii's glittering 
arena, which is the gladiator equivalent 
of Triple-A ball, just one step down from 
Rome. Slave Hunk falls for Pompeiian 
princess Cassia (Emily Browning) and, 
more promisingly, strikes up a terrifi¬ 
cally entertaining friendship with Atticus 
(Adewale Akinnuoye-Agbaje), a cham¬ 
pion pit-fighter our hero is slated to face 
in to-the-death combat. Before that can 
happen, the volcano blows up. Anderson 
is an impressive crafter of pop-gothic 
images, and each shot of cataclysmic 
nonsense flows smoothly into the next, a 
feat once so fundamental to filmmaking 
that it still feels absurd to have to praise 
it. Better still is the combat. Anderson's 
battles are crisp, brutal, and stirring, 
and unlike Ridley Scott he doesn't try to 
shame us for wanting to see gladiators 
crack each other's skulls. He stages his 
fights with comic-book zeal rather than 
puffed-up graphic-novel miserableness. 
The romance is as fresh as the box 
of Arm & Hammer in the back of your 
fridge, and the movie ends on a swoon¬ 
ingly poetic lovers' clutch that had my 
preview audience howling. Laughs are 
laughs, though, so why knock it? (PG-13) 
Alan Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

ROBOCOP Congratulations, Detroit. 

In 1987, Paul Verhoeven's RoboCop 
cemented it as the most violent city 
in the world, an honor the Motor City 
resented for decades until its powers 
that be realized they may as well erect 
a statue of Peter Weller and milk the 
tourism. Now the attention has shifted to 
Tehran. Jose Padilha's RoboCop opens 
on a news broadcast of soldier-bots ter¬ 
rorizing the Iranian population—make 
that "promoting peace and freedom 
abroad," as hawkish TV host Pat Novak 
(Samuel L. Jackson) insists. The feed 
cuts out as suicide bombers rush the 
robots. By contrast, the gun smugglers 
of Detroit look practically genteel. 
Despite a law forbidding machine-made 
police from patrolling our own streets, 
CEO Raymond Sellers (Michael Keaton) 
of the robot-manufacturing OmniCorp 
wants to bring the robots stateside. And 
he's found a loophole: OmniCorp can 
win the hearts and minds of voters by 


putting the heart and mind of a human 
being inside a synthetic skeleton. The 
setup is different in this update, but the 
end goal is the same. A good cop named 
Alex Murphy (Joel Kinnaman) is doomed 
to be OmniCorp's test case. Only this 
is a kinder, gentler RoboCop, a PG-13. 
What most interests Padilha is watching 
OmniCorp's marketing strategists take 
a product—a person—and then chip 
away his humanity to sell him better. 

The horror of Murphy's robotization 
happens in slow motion. If his human 
empathy makes a rescue op take half 
a minute longer, shave it down. If he's 
tracking as too lovable, paint him black. 
Incrementally, Murphy is stripped of 
conscience and free will. He's no lon¬ 
ger limited by technology; he's limited 
by focus groups. (R) Amy Nicholson. 
Countywide. 

SON OF GOD When we first meet the 
hero of Son of God, a kind of chintzy 
melodrama about the horrors of capital 
punishment, he's approaching a fisher¬ 
man with a classic boiler-room pitch: 
"Just give me an hour, and I will give 
you a whole new life," Jesus (Diogo 
Morgado) promises Peter, this messiah's 
self-amused look and extra dimples 
suggesting the face of different J.C.: Jim 
Carrey. We never really hear the rest 
of what Jesus says to Peter, which is 
a shame. That 60-minute presentation 
would be a gift in comparison to this 
kid-traumatizing 138-minute nails-in- 
the-hands storybook, a movie that could 
have been called The Greatest Story 
Ever Told Again and Again. Instead, the 
producers have opted for Son of God, 
which has a badass Man of Steel kick to 
it. Rest assured, this heavens-to-Earth 
transplant doesn't resort to snapping the 
neck of Judas in the final reel. Instead, 
Son of God goes all in with the cheek¬ 
turning, the warmly defiant pacifism, 
the ministering to the wretched, the 
forgiveness of even the most detestable, 
evinced in this case by the nastiest 
piece of work there is according to this 
movie's cosmology: tax collectors, who 
get more screentime than lepers. Son of 
God is a narrative shambles, more thud¬ 
ding than thunderous, always feeling 
like a sprawling TV miniseries cut up to 
fit into theatrical running time. That's no 
surprise, considering this is a distillation 
of The Bible, the basic-cable event from 
2013. At the opening we see flashbacks, 
with voiceover, to the stories of Noah, 
Moses, and Abraham—surely the first 
time the New Testament has kicked off 
with a "previously on ..." (PG-13) Alan 
Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

3 DAYS TO KILL In 1990, the same year 
that Kevin Costner released the mas¬ 
sive global hit Dances with Wolves, 
a curious thing happened in France. 

The name Kevin became the country's 
most popular for new babies, a Gaelic 
moniker edging out national stalwarts 
like Antoine and Jules. Imagine if every¬ 
one in America suddenly named their 
son Pierre. It makes sense, then, that 
Costner's latest, 3 Days to Kill, takes 
place in Paris. Costner plays Ethan 
Renner, a worn-out CIA assassin who's 
spent his life hunting baddies with comic 
book names like The Albino and The 
Wolf. Before the credits, Costner kills 
a half-dozen people and is then diag¬ 
nosed with terminal brain cancer, as if 
fate feels it must balance the score to 
appease the widows of the deceased. 
The movie is a singular mess, at once 
a drama about a man confronting his 
pending death, a romance about recon¬ 
ciling with his ex, a comedy about his 
clueless attempts to connect with his 
daughter, and a sci-fi action flick where 
a leather-corset-clad Amber Heard pops 
up with an expensive experimental can¬ 
cer treatment she's willing to give him 
if he comes out of retirement to torture 
and kill another dozen or so crooks. 
Director McG wouldn't know the defini¬ 
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tion of coherence if Charlie's Angels 
grabbed his attention by wearing hot 
pants and then defined it for him slowly. 
The movie doesn't work. But Costner 
does—he's almost a throwback to John 
Wayne and Jimmy Cagney, talents who 
did some of their best work simply trying 
to rise above the material. (PG-13) Amy 
Nicholson. Countywide. 

300: RISE OF AN EMPIRE Man, woman, 
gay, straight, bi: There's something for 
everyone in Noam Murro's 300: Rise of 
an Empire, the XXL sequel to the also- 
larger-than-life Greeks-in-shinguards 
extravaganza 300. In that picture, 
directed by Zack Snyder and based on 
Frank Miller's graphic novel about the 
three-day Battle of Thermopylae in 480 
B.C., the Spartans and their small but 
mighty army kicked the asses of the 
Persians, with much yelling, grunting, 
and spilling of black-red CGI blood. 

300: Rise of an Empire might have been 
essentially more of the same, but for one 
distinction that makes it 300 times bet¬ 
ter than its predecessor: Mere mortals 
of Athens, Sparta, and every city from 
Mumbai to Minneapolis, behold the 
magnificent Eva Green, and tremble! 

This time around, Athenian warrior 
Themistocles, gentle-spirited but tough 
as a lion's claw, is the star—he's played 
by Sullivan Stapleton, who musters at 
least a few whiskers' worth of authority. 
But really, who's looking at him? Green's 
Artemisia is something to behold. She 
makes her entrance in a fringed leather 
gown with a molded breastplate, sweep¬ 
ing into the Persian palace like a B.C. 
Morticia Addams. Her over-the-top- 
ness—and, in one scene, her resplen¬ 
dent toplessness—really gets Rise of an 
Empire cooking. Artemisia commands 
her naval warriors as if she were tell¬ 
ing them what to do in bed: "Today we 
will dance across the backs of dead 
Greeks," she purrs, pronouncing the 
word dance "dahnse"—because that's 
what an all-powerful enchantress would 
do. When she lowers her kohl-rimmed 
eyes, the sailors hear, and they obey. 
They'll kill for her, and they'll die for her. 
Green makes it all look like dahnsing. (R) 
Stephanie Zacharek. Countywide. 

VERONICA MARS According to lore, 
Liberace used to greet the tourists who'd 
come by bus to gawk at his bejeweled 
home with the line, "I hope you like it. 
After all, you paid for it!" Not everyone 
has to like Rob Thomas' Veronica Mars, 
the feature-length incarnation of his 
much-loved television series, which 
ran from 2004 to 2007. But the fans who 
helped finance the movie, via a fero¬ 
ciously successful Kickstarter campaign, 
have every reason to like it: It's been 
crafted affectionately for them, bringing 
back nearly every original cast member— 
chief among them Kristen Bell and Enrico 
Colantoni—and treating them like human 
beings who have gone on living while we 
weren't looking. When we last saw Bell's 
Veronica Mars, she was still a teenage 
detective in the small, moneyed Southern 
California town of Neptune. Now she's 
a bona fide adult just out of law school 
and eager to start a new career in New 
York. Ten years after high school, she 
has no intention of going back for the 
planned reunion, even though it would 
give her a chance to visit her father, Keith 
Mars (Colantoni). But when Veronica 
learns that Logan (Jason Dohring), her 
on-again, off-again ex, is a suspect in 
the death of his rock-star girlfriend, she 
senses something isn't right and books 
a plane ticket home. Anyone unfamiliar 
with the show might get tangled up in the 
threads that Thomas and his co-writer, 
Diane Ruggiero, spin out. But as with all 
great TV shows, on Veronica Mars, the 
really interesting things were all happen¬ 
ing in the margins, and here, Thomas, 
Ruggiero, and the cast make the most of 
every available corner. (PG-13) Stephanie 
Zacharek.

South Coast Rep’s stunning Reunion examines the current state of our men

Y ou don’t need to be Sherlock 

Holmes to deduce where the sto¬ 
ry’s going in Gregory Moss’ new 
play, Reunion. There are just enough clues 
deftly deposited over its first 90 minutes 
that when the Big Reveal comes—and, 
boy, is it a Big Reveal—it doesn’t feel 
forced or manipulative. 

Yet, the real skill in Moss’ play, some¬ 
thing that many a produced playwright 
and nearly every aspiring one should hard¬ 
wire into their creative synapses, is that 
it doesn’t need to go there. It could have 
veered onto any number of different roads, 
but the journey of the character isn’t about 
the final destination; it’s about getting 
there. While the journey finishes during a 
drunken night in a dingy hotel, it’s one that 
sharply detoured 25 years earlier. 

Reunion is a sterling example of a play in 
which the tail doesn’t wag the dog; the dog 
is what counts. Character—not big, messy 
emotional ketchup bursts (though there 
are several)—matters. Relationships—not 
shoehorned contrivances built into the plot 
to give some ham-fisted sense of dramatic 
impetus—matter. Dialogue and—far more 
important and far more difficult to pull off 
in a play—the unbearable heaviness of what 
isn’t said matters. 

Not that this is some ponderous, solemn, 
pretentious literary beat-off session. While 
Moss’ three middle-aged, not-particularly 
brilliant characters occasionally sound as if 
they’re exercising their $3-word muscles, 
they’re obviously far more comfortable 
reliving their youthful days in Boston, 
when they were best friends skirting the 
edges of juvenile delinquency and search¬ 
ing for that ancient, heavenly, hard nipple 
protruding through the starry woolen 
sweater in the eternal machinery of teen¬ 
age night. 

There’s a lot of booze drinking, pot 
smoking, head banging, horsing around 
and ball busting in Reunion, which makes 
the sickly dawn that breaks after the night 
of carousing all the more sobering and 
powerful. The play is set 25 years after 
Max, Mitchell and Peter graduated from 
high school. Well, whether Mitch did is 
debatable. They’ve gathered for an after¬ 
party in a motel room after a reunion no 
one really wanted to attend. Mitch (Tim 
Cummings), a hellion as a kid, hasn’t 
changed much. He’s still driving muscle 
cars, living in his parent’s house, and 
apparently living a life as cavalier and surly 
as the days when he was face-fucking the 
town bicycle in the front seat of his 1969 
Plymouth. Why he even attended the 
reunion isn’t clear until the play’s final 
moments. Peter (Kevin Bernston) is mar¬ 
ried with three kids, living a quite-respon- 



sible life in Anywhere, Suburbia, USA, and 
is there to reconnect with the Alpha Males 
whom he idolized as a teen. And Max 
(Michael Gladis)? Well, he’s there for some 
kind of atonement. Max is a tightly wound 
ball of nervous energy when the play 
begins, only unwinding after he realizes 
the only person he’s seeking forgiveness 
from is himself. 

The guys engage in testosterone-fueled 
antics, mercilessly cutting one another 
down, ganging up on one another and tear¬ 
ing the motel room to pieces while rocking 
out to a number of late-1980s metal-band 
tunes continually piped into the room via 
Mitch’s impossibly enormous boom box. 
None of the characters is sympathetic for 
the most part—particularly Mitch and 
Max, who continually bully the hapless 
puppy-like Peter, from stuffing him into 
a torn-up mattress to taping him to the 
inside of a bathroom door. And Peter’s 
unrelenting exuberance would wear thin 
in less capable dramatic hands. Yet, thanks 
to crackling dialogue and three solid per¬ 
formances rich in comedy and imbued 
with just the right dimension of pained 
reality, they are very likeable. 

These are three men who haven’t 
achieved much in their lives, relatively 
speaking. Where they work is anyone’s 
guess. Other than Peter and his family, what 
they love is never established. And amid 


their bluster and bravado, there’s a sense of 
dread that rounds their shoulders. While 
it’s evident they’ve come to this reunion to 
reconnect with their onetime best friends, 
it also becomes achingly clear they’re really 
there to connect with the people they used 
to be—people who, in their middle-aged 
years, they still long to be. 

But, of course, they can’t. After the par¬ 
tying, shenanigans, drunken explosions 
and brief moments of genuine connection, 
there’s the morning after to deal with. And 
it’s a morning awash in cruelty, honesty— 
and pieces that were broken 25 years ago, 
have slightly healed over the years, but are 
in danger of fracturing again. 

When the least integral character finally 
departs, we are left with the two men 
whom the play is truly about. And every¬ 
thing finally comes together. There’s no 
easy resolution, just regrets for choices 
made and, more important, choices not 
made. It seems clear that in the small, insu¬ 
lar world of Moss’ Reunion, all men, indeed, 
lead lives of quiet desperation. Some of us 
are just a bit louder and a lot more fucked- 
up about it than others.

R odellee Bas 
sees a lot of 
vintage. As the owner 
of Adored Vintage 
(adoredvintage.com), 
an online clothing 
store and boutique in 
Long Beach, she has 
an on-and-off love 
affair with digging 
through mounds of 
junk to find the pro¬ 
verbial gold, but one 
thing never gets 
old: "I love thinking 
about the story 
behind a dress," she says. "I wonder what 
that girl was thinking when she wore it. It's 
a tangible piece of history." 

Stumbling upon a crumpled note stuffed 
into the pocket of a dress more than 70 
years old, or finding the skirt of a travel¬ 
ing woman covered in signatures from all 
over the world turns her into a squealing, 
giddy little girl. Bas explains she's not one 
of those women who wears head-to-toe 
vintage every day, but her intense care for 
the pieces makes Adored Vintage one of 
the best curated stores around. 

Bas doesn't turn away from very dam¬ 
aged pieces if she sees potential. If it can 
be patched, hemmed or darned, Bas can 
fix it. And every dress, blouse and pair of 
slacks is meticulously cleaned—except, 
of course, if it has a vexing armpit stain. 
"It's the worst!" she says. "Armpit stains 
are the bane of every vintage sellers' life! 
They never fully come out." 

Her care for the pieces, as well as the 
fact that you're purchasing a historical 
item, makes the $60 to $300 price tags 
worth it, especially when sale-section 
items can be as low as $25. Bas also 
offers an almost-unheard-of 14-day return 
policy for store credit. But the time it 
takes to care for the clothes and maintain 
her website means that almost 80 percent 
of Adored Vintage stock can only be 
viewed in person. 

The cozy showroom is open by 
appointment only, but it's the stag¬ 
ing ground for some of Bas' favorite 
moments. She plans with customers 
ahead of time and pulls a racktailored to 
their size and interests, whether they're 
looking for a vintage wedding dress or 
just a ladies' day out. "Girls are here for 
two to three hours. It's like a dress-up 
day," Bas says. 

"I think there's something very special 
about one person coming here and having 
a one-on-one experience," she says. After 
all, Bas loves to pass the story along.

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Building a 
Better Burgerama 

Burger Records improves its scrappy indie festival by having it its way

S aturday afternoons at Burger 
Records can be hit or miss. 

On this particular one, it’s 
bustling. Burger has lured record col¬ 
lectors to its location in a strip mall 
just off the 91 freeway in Fullerton by 
offering 50 percent off all used vinyl, 
plus a slew of other salacious offers. 
The store is filled with people dig¬ 
ging through its extensive used vinyl 
collection as well as checking out 
Burger’s own burgeoning catalog of 
tapes and vinyl. 

But for Burger owner Sean 
Bohrman, his focus isn’t on the cha- 
ching of the cash register on a day 
when a half-off sale attracts record 
collectors from across Orange County. 
Instead, he’s ironing out the kinks for 
the record store-come-label’s show¬ 
case events at South By Southwest 
(SXSW) and putting the finishing 
touches on what has become the com¬ 
pany’s signature event: Burgerama. 
Though they’ve been doing the Burger 
Boogaloo for six years, Burgerama has 
become a concert synonymous with 
the budding empire. 

In just three years, Burger has 
turned the office park by the Obser¬ 
vatory into one of the country’s 
premier indie punk festivals. When 
the Galaxy Concert Theater became 
the Observatory in late 2011, the new 
ownership reached out to Bohrman, 
asking if he was interested in bringing 
shows there. The first of those shows 
was quickly planned and christened 
Burgerama. Its success allowed for 
it to morph into a two-day event last 
year that included sets from Ariel 
Pink, the Black Lips, Bleached and 
Nick Waterhouse. 

As with the rest of the music busi¬ 
ness, Burger is a prisoner to the 
SXSW festival in Austin. But with its 
rapidly expanding profile, Burgerama 
will have a decidedly international 
flavor this year with bands such as 
Boogarins from Brazil and Mozes & 
the Firsthorn from Norway, in addi¬ 
tion to the usual Burger alumni. In the 
past, bands such as these would head 
to Austin and then home, but now 
they’re able to continue westward, 
with Burgerama as the destination. 

“That’s the beauty of having it next 
to [SXSW],” Bohrman says. “All of 
these bands are touring the United 
States around then, and we give them 
somewhere to go after [SXSW], and 
everybody comes here.” 

Fans travel from the East Coast and 
even Canada for the event, of which 
Bohrman is well-aware. As the festi¬ 



val’s curator, he has a responsibility 
to put together a lineup that will stay 
true to his company’s roots, yet also 
reflect his personal tastes. He says 
he loves introducing obscure groups, 
such as ’60s psych outfit Nirvana (not 
Kurt Cobain’s group), for whom the 
label put out a cassette, and, closer to 
his heart, discovering new bands. 

The best example of Burgerama’s 
growth is the second night’s head¬ 
liner, FIDLAR. Burger took a shine 
to the Los Angeles quartet early, put¬ 
ting out 500 limited-edition cassettes 
of their debut album months before 
it was released on Mom + Pop. Last 
year, the band were a mid-card band, 
but they had one of the best sets of 
the two days. Their subsequent suc¬ 
cess, including selling out the Obser¬ 
vatory on their own, isn’t lost on the 
Burger boss. 

“We knew about them, but they 
were one of the punk bands with 
Together Pangea and those guys,” 
Bohrman says, trying to hide a smile. 
“It’s great to see them doing so well.” 

With the popularity of both the 
Burger brand and Burgerama grow¬ 
ing, this year’s edition is the most 
ambitious yet. Having gotten approval 
from local authorities, Bohrman says 
there will now be a third, outdoor 
stage, which will allow the festival to 
grow to 3,000 people per night. On 
the lineup are Sleep, a band Bohrman 


has been after to play the fest for a 
number of years. 

Even better, ticket sales can’t 
keep up with the demand for the 
show. Last year, 127 tickets were sold 
the first day. This year, 2,000 were 
swooped up the first day; he expects 
the event will sell out. 

As we finish chatting in Burger’s 
back office, it’s time for Bohrman 
to get back to work, which he does 
every day from 11 a.m. to 4 a.m. He’s 
glowing as he describes watching 
friendships among the bands blossom 
within the community, and the office 
door swings open to reveal Matt 
Schmalfeld from Audacity. A regular 
at the Burger offices, his band is one 
of the Burger success stories; they 
have seen their profile grow along 
with the label’s. 

“It’s a big uprising of young people 
full of energy,” Schmalfeld says of 
Burgerama. “They’re all passionate 
about Burger and what it’s trying to 
do, and as a band, it’s really cool to 
see us all getting together and having 
as much fun as we are.”

H e was on his knees when I saw him as I was 
driving down Olive. At first, he looked like 
something that had fallen off the back of a truck, 
but when I got closer, I could see it was an old man 
who'd tripped in the street.

"I usually get paper," he said. "It's only 10 cents." 

Fuck 
them—it's a residential neighborhood, and we're 
stopped in the street, big fucking deal. I hate what 
they've done to this place, the whole small-town 
beach vibe has been replaced with ugly, three- 
story, cookie-cutter monoliths and assholes like this 
who have no respect for community, and ... 

"Fuck you," I said as they passed. I smiled at the 
old man. "Sorry." 

"It's okay," he said. "I like that." He raised his 
arm and flashed an old middle finger at the rear 
window of the Mercedes that had passed us.

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Outside the Bag 

Jay Baldemor’s Gruv Gear creates accessories for 

the smart, working musician

W as it Frank Zappa who said, 
“Necessity is the mother of 
invention”? Actually, this 
proverb traces its roots back to Plato. But 
attributing it to SoCal’s greatest rock & roll 
pioneer sounds best when you’re telling the 
story of a young Yorba Linda music-equip¬ 
ment startup called Gruv Gear. 

Let’s start with the necessity: Back in 
the middle part of the past decade, Gruv 
Gear founder/president Jay Baldemor, 42, 
was a graphic designer by day who owned 
a successful commercial operation. By 
night, Baldemor was a hard-giggingbass- 
ist on the south shore club circuit, playing 
three nights per week in a handful of local 
bands you may remember—3 Mile Walk, 
the Ming Band and Destination 7. Like any 
bassist with a respectable rig will tell you, 
Baldemor’s gear was a pain in the ass to lug 
around. “I was playing these gigs on Pine 
Street in Long Beach, parking in the struc¬ 
ture and walking down to the restaurant—it 
was just killing me.” 

Now on to invention: a hand truck 
heavy-duty enough for his 100-pound 
speaker cab, but small enough to fit in his 
car. “Go to Home Depot, and they were 
too huge and clunky,” he says. “Or you go 
to an office-supply store and get these tiny 
things you fold up, and these just couldn’t 
carry my gear.” He found a cart from a New 
York exporter that was just right for what 
he needed and white-labeled the prod¬ 
uct under the Gruv Gear brand until the 
manufacturer went out of business. “That’s 
when I decided the design had some flaws 
anyway, so let’s get some industrial design¬ 
ers and build our own thing,” Baldemor 
says. “So that’s what we did.” 

Thus, 2010 spawned the genesis of Gruv 
Gear’s flagship product, the V-Cart, which is 
the size of two backpacks side-by-side and 
has a capacity of more than 500 pounds. 

Almost immediately, Baldemor took the 
V-Cart on the trade-show circuit, where it 
was an instant hit after he lent out models

to fellow exhibitors. From that initial buzz, 
Baldemor developed a boutique storage 
pack for the cart, marking Gruv Gear’s 
entrance into the cut-and-sew industry. 
Their latest product, the GigBlade, is a 
sleek, ergonomic gig bag with extra cargo 
space for cables, strings, tools, tuners and 
all the other loose equipment guitarists tote 
around. It was the talk of the 2014 NAMM 
show and just closed a Kickstarter cam¬ 
paign that raised $71,000 in demand. 

The results are thrilling for the young 
company, which is now Baldemor’s full¬ 
time gig, having recently sold the design 
business. He has five employees working 
underneath him. “It takes 200 percent of 
my time,” he says. “It’s a lot of work, but it’s 
a fun business to be in.” 

Right now, Gruv Gear’s best seller is 
the FretWrap, a fuzzy sweatband-type 
thing used by shred-style players that dulls 
unwanted string resonance when playing 
weedly-wah finger-tapping licks. “Everyone 
all over the world is using them—it’s crazy,” 
Baldemor says. “I wouldn’t have imagined 
that was going to be the situation for us.” 

Last year, Baldemor inked distribution 
deals for all of his company’s products in 
Canada, Europe and Asia, and he and his 
employees have been traveling to trade shows 
worldwide to demo Gruv Gear’s wares. 

“Going global is pretty exciting,” Balde¬ 
mor says. “A company that’s four years old, 
to have distribution all over the place and 
being recognized... Asking people, ‘Have 
you heard of us?’ and them saying, ‘Of 
course.’ That kind of answer is pretty cool.”

Making the Cut

Y ou would expect the wild crowds of 
college kids from Cal State Fullerton to 
take over just about every bar its downtown 
district has to offer. But on Saturday nights 
at the Continental Room, Fullerton's oldest 
drinking establishment (built in 1925) hosts 
Electric Saturdays, a crowd Edward Daniel 
Mihai describes as "OG house heads." 
Basically it's a mix of young twentysome- 
things who like to party and the 40-year-olds 
looking for the best old fashioned in town. 
The music format has been the same for 
the past four years—down tempo grooves 
of deep and tech house early in the night, 
with a gradual shift to Beatport's banging, 
big room beats du jour. Every weekend, the 
tiny crescent moon-shaped dance floor is 
filled to capacity. With no cover charge and 
stiff drinks, it's no wonder the line outside is 
sometimes up to an hour long. 

The dim lights and classic Frank Sinatra 
era red decor transforms the dated club 
into a kind of speakeasy for savvy dance 
music lovers. "You wouldn't expect that in 
a spot in Fullerton," says Mihai, the resi¬ 
dent DJ for the past four years. With little 
to no promotion, he has managed to cre¬ 
ate an EDM sanctuary for far longerthan 
you've been hearing Avicii on the radio. Fie 
has given most local OC DJs their chance 
to man the decks to warm up the crowd 
and as of late has been holding it down 
with his turntable co-pilot Menikmati. "We 
just vibe and work together well. Like a 
brotherhood," Mihai says. Previous guest 
sets include DJ Irene, Charles Feelgood, 
Static Revenger and even an impromptu 
show by Skrillex. 


Earlier this month, Mihai's skills garnered 
a nice profile boost, snagging the OC Music 
Award for Best Club DJ (full disclosure: he's 
among the many academy members for the 
OCMAs with the power to nominate acts for 
consideration). In his spare time, he throws 
showcases and a record swap meet for the 
Flouse of Blues a few times a month. These 
connections helped him gain an official 
Billboard 100 charting remix for the Used's 
"I Come Alive,"on which he collaborated 
with Las Vegas DJ REVOLVR last year. After 
dropping his old moniker, "DJ Thrifty Lips," 
he made his debut on OC label Acropolis 
Records in February of 2012 under the short¬ 
ened name Daniel Mihai with an electro 
house tune, "Run Flome to Momma," which 
he worked on with local favorites Aaron 
Marcus, Dangerhouse and Ei8ht. 

Since then, he has released tracks with 
DJ Scotty Boy's tech house alias Fyasco 
under Long Beach's Circuit Freq Records 
and joined Vegas Light resident Stellar's 
label Calamity of Noise. "The label is more 
like a fucking family. We're all friends and 
always look out for each other," Mihai says. 
Recently, Mihai played the lOth-annual 
Groove Cruise alongside artists Cosmic 
Gate, Gareth Emery, Cedric Gervais and 
Markus Schulz. After also playing the LA 
Groove Cruise he says, "Yeah, it's a 96-hour 
dance festival on a ship, but the people 
were a lot different than at the LA one. Lots 
of swingers. I'm not really into that shit, but I 
did meet some awesome artists." 

After doing the cruise and hitting it off 
with big name DJs such as EDX, Marco 
Lys and Supernova, he plans to step up 
his production game with a few collabora¬ 
tions. With singles due out this year on 
Calamity of Noise Records, Mihai has his 
eyes set on using his current momentum 
to continue growing. The jack-of-all-trades 
has also been going to Pro Barber College 
and graduates this summer. "My thing is I 
want to not only travel as a DJ, but I want 
to travel as a barber cutting DJs' hair, too," 
he says. "I plan on opening a music-based 
barber shop for DJs and bands in OC or LA." 
Sounds like a good way to cut a niche into 
the growing EDM world.

Tustin Inn: Where the bruschetta is bad but oh-so-good

While I sipped my beer, I texted the 
friend who first told me about the Tus¬ 
tin Inn. He gave me one piece of advice:

Besides, if you accept an 
offer of food from a dive bar that doesn’t 
even have a kitchen and expect it to be 
good, you’re missing the point.
